Gov. Hadley Has Already Inaugurated 
a Fight on Sale of Explosives. 


Kansas City, Mo. March 24.—Gov­ 
ernor Hadley plans to begin within 
few days a state-wide fight for a 
sane observation of the Fourth of 
July. The police department here was 
notified today of the executive’s de­ 
termination to minimize accidents on 
the coming national holiday. He is 
having letters printed which will be 
forwarded to the police departments 
of all 
cities in 
the state, asking 


that regulations for the sale and dis­ 
charge of fireworks .be made at once. 
These letters will be sent from Jef­ 
ferson City this week. One reason 
for the governor's early inauguration 
of the fight is that he believes deal­ 
ers will not purchase such large sup­ 
plies of the dangerous explosives if 
they are notified that the sale of 
such fireworks will not be counten­ 
anced. 
Figures compiled by the American 
Medical association, which are now 
in the hands of the governor, show' 
that fifty people have been killed by 
fireworks in Missouri during the last 
seven years.

babe and the love of a mother who 
would give her life for her own. 
Mr. Atchison and two daughters 
had boarded the train at the station 
and were en route to Ada. 
The little daughter at home know­ 
ing that papa and sisters were on the 
train and coming by home, ran out 
to the track to see them pass. The 
child was on the track when seen 
by its mother, who ran to rescue the 
little one from an awful death. She 
was too late. The child was crush­ 
ed beneath the great iron monster, 
but the mother, according to nn^ j< >- 
port, endeavored to snatch her baby 
from beneath the moving train and 
was struck by parts of the engine 
which 
inflicted 
instant 
death.

and babe met death; suffice to say, 
however, that it was a mother giv­ 
ing her life in an attempt to rescue 
her child from death.

Guthrie, Ok., March 26.—While a 
few members of the Second Legisla­ 
ture will retire to private life and 
leave the mad race for political pop­ 
ularity, the majority will be found 
in the next campaign, seeking the 
votes of the people for either state, 
county or national offices. Under the 
conditions created by the recent spe­ 
cial session in enacting a new fee 
and salary bill, county officers in 
many counties of the state will ap­ 
pear particularly attractive, and a 
number 
of members 
have 
already 
annnounced. 
However, a question 
has arisen, 
which the Attorney General has been 
called upon to determine, regarding 
the constitutional inhibition on the 
holding of offices by members of the 
legislature which created them or in­ 
creased their emoluments. 
Two m em bers.of the lower house, 
seeking the nomination of county at­ 
torney, have asked for an opinion 
as to their eligibility in view of tho 
constitutional provision. 
It is believed the attorney gener­ 
al will hold that the inhibition can 
not hold before a statute has been 
enacted by the legislature, in other 
words, before the constitutional scale 
of salaries was modified. The Utah 
courts have held, in view of a sim i­ 
lar* constitutional inhibition, th at it 
does not apply to the first action 
of the legislature.
